Houghton Seaverns, Secretary and Treas- 
urer.

In quoting the Holstein-Friesian World: 
“Mr. Seaverns died suddenly on August 6. 
He was at his desk as usual on Tuesday, going 
out to his cottage at Spofford Lake with Mrs. 
Seaverns to spend the night. During the 
night he suffered a stroke and was taken to 
the Brattleboro Hospital, where he died 
Saturday morning from cerebral hemorrhage 
and toxic poisoning throughout the system.

L. Houghton, the 
Secretary of the Association, as his assistant 
in the office which was then located at Put- 
ney, Vermont. He continued as assistant 
secretary until Mr. Houghton’s sudden 
death in December 1927, since which time 
he has served as Secretary. He was ap- 
pointed Treasurer in 1931 and has since 
occupied both positions. The conduct of the 
office under his direction was a model of 
eficiency. His courteous and obliging serv- 
ice and tact in assisting breeders with their 
registration problems made him highly popu- 
lar with everyone having business relations 
with the office. He had not missed attend- 
ance at any annual meeting since 1904. As 
a secretary of the Board he was especially 
eficient and his faithfulness and devotion 
to duty were an inspiration to all who came 
In contact with him.

“The decline from last year in cash farm 
income from crops is expected to be more 
sharp than in the case of livestock and live- 
stock products. It is estimated that the 
income from crops in 1938 will total only 
about eighty per cent as high as in 1937, 
whereas the income from livestock and live- 
stock products will probably total about 
ninety per cent of a year earlier. 

‘“‘Marketings of most livestock and live- 
stock products thus far in 1938 have been 
larger than in 1937 and are expected to con- 
tinue to exceed those of a year earlier 
throughout the remainder of the year. 
Lower prices of food together with more 
favorable pasture conditions have resulted 
in a record output of dairy products thus 
far in 1938 and in a more normal movement 
of livestock to market. 

“If Government payments to farmers 
during the remainder of the year are made 
according to present plans, it is likely that 
Government payments will be about one- 
third to one-half larger than the $367,000,- 
000 paid out last year.”

My name is Loma Rilma’s Ajax 188828. My ancestry speaks for itself, see 
pedigree on opposite page. My production inheritance taking the eight nearest 
dams, four on the dam’s side and four on the sire’s side averages 15834.3 pounds 
of milk and 788.52 pounds of fat.

I saw the string of eight cows on A. R. test in their exercise pasture. They too 
were uniform in type and beauties. I understand that two of them are making 
over 800 pound records. Among them was Cathedral Queen Rilma 436663, the 
blue ribbon champion for beauty. You have seen her picture. 


I saw the grand old matron, Rilma’s Cathedral Rose 213339. She has just 
freshened presenting her tenth calf, a strapping big bull calf. They call him Atlas 
and he looks the part. You will remember she is the dam of the world’s record 
cow, Cathedral Rosalie 334299, with a record of 23714.5 pounds of milk and 1213.1 
pounds of fat in Class A, and also the dam of Cathedral Rose Rilma 421823, with 
a Class F record of 16881.5 pounds of milk and 863.6 pounds of fat. 


Speaking of calves, I never saw so many in one bunch in my life, and there are 
some very nice looking young bulls among them. They are a noisy lot, but when 
the boss doesn’t stop and pet me when he goes by my pen, I can make a lot of noise 
too. 


The boss has been looking for me for three years. He likes my 50% Rilma 
blood. He thinks I can build up the Rilma family still further. He also likes the 
blood of the great bulls and dams in my ancestry, and he likes my dairy type. 


I hope I make good. I wish I had come here years ago, then I too would have 
a string of big record daughters.

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Trends In 


The Breeding Efficiency of 
Proved (Aged) Sires 


J. R. Dawson, Bureau of Dairy Industry, U. S 
Department of Agriculture 


A sTUDY was made of the breeding 
efficiency of 20 proved sires used in 
eight branch experiment station herds 
maintained by the Bureau of Dairy 
Industry. The sires included 8 Jer- 
seys, 2 Guernseys, and 10 Holsteins, 
and only services and conceptions after 
the sires were 5 years of age were in- 
cluded. 

Fertility is expressed by the per- 
centage of the services to fertile cows 
that resulted in conceptions. The 
effect of extra services and services to 
unfertile cows is considered separately. 
A total of 3,585 services were included 
in the study, of which 2,982 were to 
fertile cows. The data were tabu- 
lated and analyzed from the standpoint 
of (1) the relative fertility of the indi- 
vidual sires, (2) the effect of advancing 
age on fertility, (3) the effect of fre- 
quency of service on fertility, (4) the 
effect of season of the year and climatic 
conditions on fertility, and (5) the 
effect of moving sires on fertility. 

Seventeen of the 20 sires averaged 
4 years and 5 months of fertile service 
in the herds after they were 5 years old. 
The shortest period of fertile service 
was 1 year and 7 months, while the 
longest period of fertile service was 
11 years and 1 month. 

Forty per cent of the 2,982 services 
to fertile cows resulted in 1,197 con- 
ceptions, which is a ratio of 2.49 serv- 
ices.

Great variation in fertility was ex- 
hibited by individual sires as evidenced 
by a low fertility of 21 per cent by one 
sire and a high fertility of 71 per cent 
by another sire. 

There was a decided but inconsistent 
decline in fertility of the sires as age 
advanced. At 5 to7 years of age, the 
average fertility of the sires was 52 
per cent and at 13 years of age or over 
it was 28 per cent. There was wide 
variation between individual sires. 


On the average there was a decided 
trend toward lower fertility as the 
number of services per month increased, 
but the effect of the frequency of serv- 
ice in one month was most pronounced 
in the following month. When no 
services per month were permitted, 
the average fertility was 47 per cent the 
following month. When from 1 to 3 
services per month were permitted the 
fertility for the following month 
dropped to 45 per cent, with a further 
consistent decline to 30 per cent when 
10 or more services were permitted 
for the preceding month. 


Season of the year apparently had 
little if any effect on fertility. Group- 
ing the data from the standpoint of 
climatic conditions showed that the 
fertility was only 36 per cent for the 
sires used at the southern stations, 
whereas it was 49 per cent for the 
sires used at the western and northern 
stations. 


Seventeen of the 20 sires averaged 
41 per cent in fertility during the first 
3 months following shipment to their 
respective stations and only 32 per 
cent after they had been at the stations 
10 to12 months. There was a general

increase in average fertility until it 
reached a high of 47 per cent after 19 
to 21 months at the station. 


Because of the extreme and incon- 
sistent variation in fertility exhibited 
by the individual sires on all phases 
included in this study, it is apparent 
that averages are of little value for ap- 
plication to individual sires. 


Artificial Insemination of 


Dairy Cattle 


C. L. Cole, University of Minnesota 


Te experiment is being conducted 
in an attempt to test the practicability 
of artificial insemination in dairy herds 
under ordinary farm conditions. 


The bull is kept at the North Cen- 
tral Station of the University of Minne- 
sota and cows located from one to ten 
miles distant and in seven different 
herds are being artificially insemr 
nated. 

One herd of eighteen cows has had 
a very low breeding efficiency for the 
past several years and shows a rather 
low percentage for artificial insemina’ 
tion. It is, however, no lower than 
in previous years with natural breeding. 


Another herd of twenty-three cows 
in which there has been continued 
trouble for several years with Bang's 
Disease shows a very good breeding 
efficiency, although it is impossible to 
make any comparison of records due to 
the 100% turn-over of individuals dur 
ing the past two years. 

A third herd of forty that is disease 
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free and on which complete breeding 
records have been kept for several 
years shows a breeding efficiency con- 
siderably higher with artificial insemi- 
nation than the preceding five year 
average. 

The balance of the cows are located 
in small herds and their breeding his- 
tories are not available. 

Sperm samples are collected by mas- 
saging the ampullae. 

All the cows have been inseminated 
with fresh samples. The maximum 
age of any sperm used has not exceeded 
five hours. 

The inseminating pipette is a glass 
tube about seventeen inches long, % 
inch outside diameter with a 1-16 inch 
bore. This is welded at right angles 
to a tube about five inches long with a 
3-16 inch bore. It is advantageous to 
have a pccket blown in this piece to 
serve as a receptacle for the semen. 
A pyrex glass speculum 114 inches in 
diameter and fourteen inches long and 
a flashlight complete the equipment. 

The speculum is used to locate the 
cervix and a small quantity of semen 
is placed in the opening. 

From available data, it seems that 
cows are best bred at the end of oes- 
trum. We have made an effect to 
inseminate the majority at that time. 
Many of them have been inseminated 
from six to twenty-four hours after the 
passing oestrum with equally good re- 
sults. Our data seems to indicate 
that better results will be obtained 
when cows are bred shortly after pass- 
ing off heat than when bred at the first 
signs. QOur data is not, 
complete or conclusive. 

Three cows that had been both bred 
and inseminated several times and had 
failed to conceive were finally settled 
when small corpora lutea were re- 
moved from their ovaries during one 
cestrum and bred on the following 
cestrum. Another cow after failing 
‘o conceive was finally settled by rup- 
turing the follicle mechanically and 
then inseminating her. 

Extremely cold weather offers some 
obstacle since sudden chilling has a 
deleterious effect on the sperm. 

Results seem to indicate that breed- 
ing efficiency can be maintained and 
often times improved by artificial in- 
‘mination and that this method of 
breeding may offer an excellent oppor-

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tunity to prove sires and greatly extend 
the use of already proved sires. 


The Influence of Fineness 
of Grinding on the 
Coefficients of Digestion 


on Dairy Cows 


T. M. Olson and G. C. Wallis, South Dakota 
State College 


4g project herein reported was con- 
cerned primarily with the effect of fine- 
ness of grinding on the coefficients of 
digestion, and did not consider the 
effect of grinding grain on the cost of 
grinding, nor its effect on the produc- 
tion of the cows. 

Four lactating cows were chosen 
and placed in special stalls where the 
digestion trials were conducted in the 
regular manner. The six trials were 
for 14 days with a 7-day preliminary 
period. The ration consisted of equal 
parts by weight of corn and alfalfa. 
The first, third and fifth trials medium 
fine corn was fed, in the second trial 
finely ground corn was fed, in the 
fourth trial whole corn was fed, and 
in the sixth trial alfalfa alone was fed. 

The results with corn indicated that 
the coefficients of digestion for the 
entire ration were somewhat higher 
for the finely ground than for medium 
ground corn. The coefficients ranged 
from 1 to nearly 3 per cent higher for 
each nutrient, including the dry matter. 

When the coefficients for the corn 
alone were computed, the difference in 
the finely and medium ground corn 
ranged from approximately 6 per cent 
in case of ether extract to 27 per cent 
for the fiber in favor of the finely ground. 

The coefficients of digestion of the 
whole corn in the whole ration was 
appreciably lower than the ground 
corn with every nutrient, except crude 
fiber, ranging from 5 per cent for crude 
protein to 10 per cent for ether extract. 


The Carotene Requirements 


for Normal Reproduction 


H. T. Converse and Edward B. Meigs, Bureau of 
Dairy Industry, United States Department of 
Agriculture 


| 4 1936 Meigs and Converse reported 
before this society the results of their 
work on the carotene requirements of 


dairy cattle for reproduction and lacta- 
tion. The roughages which furnished 
the carotene for the animals used in 
that work constituted approximately 
half the ration. With U. S. No. 1 
alfalfa hay there was a normal number 
of normal calvings; with U. S. No. 3 
alfalfa or timothy hay, all calvings were 
abnormal where the animals had been 
on these rations for 5 months or more; 
and it was reported that with U. S. 
No. 1 timothy hay or U.S. No. 1 clover 
hay (or clover light timothy mixed) less 
than 50 per cent of the calves were 
normal at birth. The average daily 
carotene intake of the cows on the No. 1 
timothy and No. 1 clover rations was 
probably about 50 milligrams per animal 
or 100 micrograms per kilograms of body 
weight. This was calculated by using 
average figures for these two grades of 
hay. As there is a wide variation in 
the carotene content of hays of the 
same grade, and as considerable loss of 
carotene occurs during their storage, 
it seemed desirable to obtain more 
definite information on the effect of 
hays supplying approximately this ap- 
parently critical level of carotene. 

We have, therefore, noted the caro- 
tene intake, during the last 3 months 
of gestation, of all cows on rations of 
grain and No. 1 timothy hay or grain 
and No. 1 clover or clover mixed hays. 
Seven calvings have occurred. All 
have been apparently normal. The 
carotene intake was from 80 to 130 
milligrams daily or from 178 to 260 
micrograms per body 
weight. Two other cows on a ration 
containing clover hay had a daily caro- 
tene intake for the last 3 months of 
gestation of about 30 milligrams (60 
to 70 micrograms per kilograms of body 
weight) gave birth to very weak calves, 
though one did survive. One first- 
calf heifer on timothy hay received 
about 90 milligrams of carotene daily 
at the start of gestation and about 42 
milligrams daily at calving. This caro- 
tene intake represented 340 micro 
grams per kilogram of body weight at 
conception and 114 micrograms per 
kilogram at calving. The calf was 
born dead. As previously reported, 
no cows on our lower grades of timothy 
hay have calved normally. 

Our amounts of carotene for safe 
calving are, therefore, somewhat larger

The show was held on Satur- 
day, July 23, in a remarkably attractive 
setting, a quite heavily wooded pasture 
next to the Rock Creek from which 
the Rock Creek Farm of L. J. Drake at 
Plano, Illinois, who was the host, gets

Following each class he 
gave his reasons in a clear and easily 
understood form. 

Seventy-six head were exhibited by 
nine different breeders. Premier ex- 
hibitor was awarded to Rock Creek 
Farm, Mr. Drake having won this by a 
margin’ of one point over the Woody 
Nook Farm of Dr. Heaney. Premier 
breeder was tied between Woody Nook 
Farm and the St. James Farm of Mr. 
and Mrs. Chauncey McCormick. Fred 
Spurgeon of the Wayne Feeds gave a 
Very attractive trophy for’ the junior 
champion female of the show bred by 
exhibitor. It so happened that all the 
winning animals in the junior classes 
were bred by exhibitor and the junior 
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champion heifer, a daughter of Green 
Meadow Forester 178776, had won in 
a Class of sixteen heifer calves all but 
one of which were bred by exhibitor. 
Dr. Heaney had the distinction of tak- 
ing the first four places in the bull calf 
class, which included the junior cham- 
pion bull, a son of Little Orchard Com- 
mander 221467. The grand champion 
bull was sired by Corium Slogan’s 
Oliver 209731, the bull which is the 
hands of Adohr was reserve to the 
grand champion at the National Dairy 
Show at Dallas. While Dr. Heaney 
took both male championships, Mr. 
Drake took both females. His grand 
champion cow, in spite of her age, still 
retains an excellent udder. She has a 
616.3 pound record in class F. That 
the show was well balanced is evi- 
denced by the fact that six gets of sire 
were shown.

HE Show Season on these islands 

has continued with two inter- 

esting events, that of the dis- 

play on Sark and the annual competi- 

tion for the Cups given by His Majesty 
the King to the Guernsey Society. 

The first fixture was held on July 7 
when the whole of the inhabitants of 
our smaller sister isle made a day’s 
holiday to attend the Show. 

Despite a shipment of more than 
twenty head during the previous week, 
entries were well up to standard and 
actually only three below that of the 
year before, which reflects creditably 
on the practical support which the 
members give their Island meeting. 

Although the Sark Society is actu- 
ally a branch of the Guernsey parent 
body, it is supported in a manner which 
is greatly appreciated by His Majesty 
the King who presents annually a Sil- 
ver Cup for the Best Bull and a similar 
award for the Best Cow. These were 
won this year by A. G. Falle’s Laddie 
of Maple Lodge and A. C. Campbell’s 
Veronica of Clos du Menage, respec- 
tively. 

Another outstanding success was 
that of Mulberry’s Emblem of Bel-Air, 
owned by E. G. H. Firth, in winning 
the Corner House Challenge Cup for 
best dairy cow in show. Retaining 
this cup has become an annual habit 
with Emblem who has now won it 
every year of the five during which it 
has been offered. This cow, which is 
now thirteen years old, also won for 

her owner the silver cup given by the 
Royal Guernsey Agricultural and Hor- 
ticultural Society for best cow shown 
with one of her offspring. 

Other principal awards were the 
Silver Challenge Cup given in memory 
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of the late Seigneur of Sark, for best 
heifer under sixteen months, won by 
T. Remphrey’s Beauty's Mignonne of 

Le Manoir; the Silver Cup given by 

the Royal Guernsey Agricultural and 

Horticultural Society for best animal 

under two years of age, won by A. C. 

Campbell's Junette of Clos du Menage; 

and the Challenge Cup for best cow 

under three years awarded to W. J. 

Hamon’s Mulberry’s Minota II. of 
Bel-Air. 

Guernsey's own King’s Cups com- 
petition was staged on July 14 at the 
usual quaint old Fairground at the 
Castel. Among the guests were His 
Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Island, Major-General Sir Ed- 
ward Broadbent, who, as representative 
of the King presented the Cups to the 
winning owners. Also present were 
two distinguished visitors, J. S. Hodges 
Maritzburg, Natal, South Africa, and 
Professor R. B. Beecker of the Univer- 
sity of Florida Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station who has been studying 
the local breed in its home environ- 
ment. 

Entries were numerically in excess 
of last year for the main competition 
as they were also for the Peer Cup 
which followed. Two silver cups 
are awarded annually by His Majesty 
for bulls and one for cows. The first 
of these was secured by Hope’s Rex 
6096 P. S., which had previously won 
the Island Championship at the Whit- 
sun Show for his owner, E. D. 


Falla, Hougue du Pommier, Castel. 
Mrs. I. T. Nicolle’s Champion of Les 
Jetteries 6092 P. S. won the second 
cup for Bulls, and though congratu- 
lated on all sides on this success, sym- 
pathy was expressed that it had not 
fallen to this lady owner’s lot last year

which would have established a local 
record, as it was the only honor miss- 
ing then from every prize available. 

Camilla VI. of Maple Lodge 35073 
P. §., belonging to E. P. Mahy, won 
the award for cows, another popular 
verdict. 

Six entries totaling twenty-four 
progeny faced the judges for the 
“Peer” Challenge Cup presented by 
the late Frank Sherman Peer of Ithaca, 
New York, to the owner of the bull 
that shall be the sire of the four best 
animals, three of which must be fe- 
males and not under twelve months of 
age. 

Jurat Ernest de Garis, of Myrtle 
Place, Castel, was awarded the hand- 
some trophy for the progeny of La 
Fleur du Jardin’s Leader 5576 P. §., 
thus making the eighth occasion on 
which he has registered a win in this 
useful and interesting competition. 

An innovation for these islands was 

a flight to a show on the mainland of 
England by a number of Jersey farmers. 
Leaving that Island early in the morn 
ing the party of fourteen agricultural- 
ists flew direct to Cardiff where they 
attended the Royal Agricultural Show, 
returning to their homes some twelve 
hours later. Such facilities for con 
tact with practical farmers or breeders 
of Island stock cannot but be of the 
greatest benefit to everyone concerned 
and open the eyes of farmers on both 
sides of the Channel to their mutual 
difficulties and problems. Guernsey 
owners are anxious now for their own 
Island airport to be completed so that 
they may avail themselves of similar 
opportunities. 


Another flight made at the same 
time was that to France by two official 
representatives of the States of Guern 
sey who were traveling as a deputa 
tion to investigate reports of the ap 
proach to the coast of the Colorado 
Beetle. The result of this visit was 
the considered opinion that, although 
the scourge did exist, it was not 4 
imminent a danger as some rumof 
made out. Care must be exercised 
to keep it away from these shores, an¢ 
the authorities are taking every st? 
in that direction, as its advent to aly 
of the islands would spell ruination © 
the inhabitants.

A World Record at Brant Rancho 


Rancho Cavalier’s Priscilla 329945 
Reentry 29973 
First in Class AA 


owns CavaALier’s _ PRISCILLA 
329945 has recently completed a world’s 
record in class AA with a production of 
20199.7 pounds of milk and 996.8 
pounds of butter fat and has already 
started another record which is her 
fifth at Brant Rancho, Canoga Park, 
California. 

“Priscilla” is a granddaughter of 
Brookmead’s White Face 32211, A. R.., 
that in the past sired some very high 
production daughters at Brant Rancho, 
including Clarabelle of the Rancho 


Brookmead’s White Face’s highest 
record daughter was Cousin Florence 
of the Rancho 121268, A. R., that 
made five records up to 19538.1 pounds 
of milk and 934.7 pounds of butter fat 
in class A, which was the largest record 
in the West for the breed at the time. 
“Cousin Florence’ was mated back to 
her sire, Brookmead’s White Face 
32211, and dropped to his service, 
Cavalier of the Rancho 122710, A. R., 
that is the sire of the present world 
record holder in class AA, Rancho 


121269 that held the world’s record in 
class EE at one time with 723.3 pounds 
of butter fat and was twice a double 
class leader holding places in classes E 
and EE at one time and EEand AAA at 
another time. Another daughter of 
Brookmead’s White Face 32211, Alice 
Leman of the Rancho 139963, A. R., 
was also a class leader in AAA, while 
two others, Lucky Girl of the Rancho 
120783, A. R., and Jilda of the Rancho 
95171, A. R., both held class leader 
records in EE at the same time that 
their sister “Clarabelle” did, making 
three daughters of Brookmead’s White 
Face 32211 class leaders in one class at 
one time, an unusual occurrance. 
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Cavalier’s Priscilla 329945. Cavalier 
of the Rancho 122710 has fourteen 
Advanced Register daughters and one 
Advanced Register son. 

The world’s record in class AA was 


held for many years by Silverwood 


Diana 82940, A. R., with 20006.4 
pounds of milk and 974.8 pounds of 
butter fat, now in third place. She was 
a daughter of Brookmead’s Banner 
36207 and Brookmead’s White Face 
32211 are both by Langwater Stars and 
Stripes 21872, A. R., so the new record 
might be said to remain in the same 
family. Valor’s Faithful 364627, A. R., 
that now holds second place with 976.5 


pounds of butter fat, carries similiar 


blood. 


Rancho Cavalier’s Priscilla 329945 
has been a heavy producer in all of her 
tests which are as follows: 12952.7 
pounds of milk and 634.8 pounds of 
butter fat in class G; 13963.2 pounds of 
milk and 724.6 pounds of butter fat in 
class D; 16408.2 pounds of milk and 
864.3 pounds of butter fat in class A, 
and 20199.7 pounds of milk and 996.8 
pounds of butter fat in class AA. She 
was milked three times a day on all her 
tests, and was turned out to pasture. 

Her dam, Glen Gable Priscilla 169784 
A. R., has a record of 13553.2 pounds 
of milk and 658.6 pounds of butter fat 
in class DD and she is a Great Produc- 
ing Dam having one Advanced Register 
son and two Advanced Register daugh- 
ters. The second daughter, Rancho 
Golden Priscilla 303774, made 12595.9 
pounds of milk and 572.4 pounds of 
butter fat in class F and 13264.1 pounds 
of milk and 635.8 pounds of butter fat 
in class A. Glen Gable Priscilla 169784 
was by Spotswood Ultra Marmion 
98796 and out of Priscilla of Guernsey- 
dale 46065. 

Rancho Cavalier’s Priscilla 329945, 
A. R., is a large cow weighing 1,550 
pounds. She has three daughters, one 
of which weighed 650 pounds at ten 
months of age and sold at the California 
Guernsey Sale to Harry Rianda of 
Gilroy, California, for $910. This 
heifer, Rancho Bet’s Priscilla 527032, 
was sired by Ward Acres Bet 155512, 
A. R., a son of Langwater Africander 
57121 in service at Brant Rancho, while 
her oldest heifer was by her own son, 
Rancho Stargazer 217059, that was sold 
and is in service at the Hind-Clarke 
Dairy in Honolulu, T. H. Her young- 
est heifer, born following her recent 
world’s record, is sired by Caumsett 
Courageous 136678, A. R., that is in 
service at Brant Rancho. He is by 
Langwater Jethro 114977, A. R., and 
out of Langwater Royal 4th’s Belle 
114072, A. R., 735.6 pounds of butter 
fat in class A, and he has twelve Ad- 
vanced Register daughters with records 
up to 716.9 pounds of butter fat in class 
F and 739.6 pounds of butter fat in 
class DD. 

Carrying the blood of these high 
production sires, Priscilla’s three heif- 
ers should give a good account of them- 
selves at the pail when they freshen. 
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The oldest one is due in December to 
the service of Ward Acres Bet 155512, 
A. R. “Priscilla” inherited high pro- 
duction, has proved her own ability for 
such and should transmit it and prove 
herself a great cow of the breed.

Bs reporting the world’s record in class 
AA made by Valor’s Faithful 364627 
in the May 15 Journal, we stated: 
“It was not a happenstance nor the 
developing of a ‘sport’ when she pro- 
duced 20011.7 pounds of milk and 976.5 
pounds of butter fat. ‘Faithful’ has 
been true to her name, for she was out 
of Mixter Faithful 101637, one of the 
great cows of the breed.” This same 
statement can be reiterated again in 
reporting the new record made by 
Superb’s Faithful 410579 that has 
placed her in second place in class CC 
and third in class C. Superb’s Faith- 
ful 410579 has finished a record of 
17363.3 pounds of milk and 931.5 
pounds of butter fat. She calved in 
July to the service of Foremost Pre- 
eminent 221531 and is now on test 
and looks as if she might be the first 
cow owned by the Foremost Guernsey

At the end of 
her test she weighed 1,280 pounds 
and was in excellent health. She is 
owned and was bred by the Foremost 
Guernsey Association, Inc. 

Her sire was Foremost’s Superb 
130291 that has sixteen Advanced 
Register daughters and one Advanced 
Register son. He, in turn, was by 
Langwater Foremost 39191, the great 
bull at Emmadine that had sixty-eight 
Advanced Register daughters and forty 
Advanced Register sons, and out of 
Mixter May Princess 124204 that has 
four Advanced Register records. 

The dam of Superb’s Faithful 410579 
is Mixter Faithful 101637, that grand 
old matron that is still alive. She has 
had sixteen calves and is nineteen years 
of age. “Faithful” was a former world 
champion in class FF and is now in 
sixth place. She was grand champion 
of the Sesqui-Centennial Exposition 
in 1926 and the Eastern States Exposi- 


tion the same year. She is the dam of 


four Advanced Register sons and five 
Advanced Register daughters. This 
is her second daughter to enter the 
class leaders as Valor’s Faithful 364627 
is still a world champion in class AA. 
Her sons are no less renowned, as 
Mixter Hardwick 107510, that has 
been senior herd sire at Locust Grove 
Dairies, Westville,- New Jersey, for 
many years and now has fifty-six Ad- 
vanced Register daughters and six 
Advanced Register sons. He is to be 
followed in the herd by Foremost 
Majestic 260092, another son of Mix- 
ter Faithful 101637, that has recently 
been leased from Foremost Guernseys. 
Two of her sons have been used ex: 
tensively in the Foremost herd, May 
Royal’s Majesty 117245, up until the 
time of his sale to Colonel T. L. Huston, 
Butler Island Plantation, Brunswick, 
Georgia, and Foremost Masterpiece 
159266, until the time of his death at 
Emmadine. Foremost Faithful Su 
preme 211205, that will soon be an Ad- 
vanced Register sire, is at McDonald 
Farms, owned by J. M. McDonald, 
Cortland, New York. At that farm 
there are also three grandsons of 
“Faithful.” Foremost Nobly Born 
182562 is being used at Caumsett Farm, 
Huntington, Long Island, New York. 
It will be recalled that Mixter Faith- 
ful 101637 was sired by Langwater 
Demonstrator 16451, that has seventy:

first and second place in the same class. 

Charlotte’s dam is Douglaston Mary 
Charlotte 369594 that is also the holder 
of a class leader record in class DD with 
17143.4 pounds of milk and 838.8 
pounds of butter fat, she being by 
Langwater Valor 79775, the sire of 
iftythree Advanced Register daugh- 
ters and twenty Advanced Register 
sons, and out of Superb’s Flower 
269697, a daughter of Foremost’s 
Superb 130291 out of Ultra May 
Flower 190174. 

Douglaston Coronation King 203611 
was lost at the early age of three, but 
left a very definite imprint in the herd. 
His first three daughters to finish test 
averaged 13527.7 pounds of milk and 
677.1 pounds of butter fat, all being 
two-year-old records, and there are 
seven more daughters on test making 
creditable records.

“King” was out of Green Meadow 
Heroine 248801 that made 12693.1 
pounds of milk and 712.6 pounds of 
butter fat in class G, she being a daugh- 
ter of Green Meadow Coronation 


Prince 125281. The blood of “King” 
is being carried on at Douglaston 
Manor Farm through his son, Doug- 
laston Coronation King II. 239691, 
that is being used quite heavily in the 
herd at the present time. 

‘King’s Charlotte’ made her record 
with comparative ease, not having an 
“offday” during the entire record and 
milking up to fiftynine and a half 
pounds a day for her high day.

We a cow can produce 2540.2 


pounds of butter fat in three lactations 
and give birth to three living calves 
all before she is five years old, she de- 
serves to be known as a great cow. 
We ordinarily think that one high 
record in a lifetime is enough, but 
Franchester Clara 369386 has not only 
completed one but has just finished her 


third with an average production 


of 846.6 pounds of butter fat per 
record. Her last record of 17848.0 
pounds of milk and 928.0 pounds of 
butter fat is her highest and it places 
her seventh among the leaders in class 
B, and right here the boys at the farm 
have something to say about this rec- 
ord. 

Last fall “Clara” and her ‘son “Rex” 
were on exhibition at the National 
Dairy Show at Columbus, Ohio. While 
there “Rex” developed a case of bron- 
chitis and “Clara” was not at all happy. 
In fact, she was just not herself and 
Carl Brown, the boy who milks and 
feeds her, became so worried about 
her condition that he was almost ready 
for a doctor's care. Ass a result of all 
this, “Clara” came home from the 
National Dairy Show a day early and 
was not herself for two weeks after 
arriving home. During this period, 
she dropped off considerably in milk 
and it was nearly a month before she 
was back up to her normal production. 

“Clara” has not only proved herself 
a great producer but has also won her 
share of the laurels on her progeny. 
Her oldest daughter, Franchester Re- 
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pose 423948, was sold from Franchester 
in the May, 1935, Coventry-Florham 
Sale. She was purchased by Emmadine 
Farms and was resold by them in their 
1937 sale for $3,050. The new owners 
of “Repose,” Mr. and Mrs. Ernest 
Martin of Goshen, Indiana, success- 
fully showed her at a number of State 
Fairs and gave her an official record 
of 10367.5 pounds of milk and 559.9 
pounds of butter fat in class GG. 

Clara’s second calf is a heifer called 
Franchester Tulip 487079. “Tulip” 
is now on test as a two-year-old and 
has produced 90.8 pounds of butter fat 
in fifty-five days.

Franchester Rex, Clara’s third calf 
and a full brother to “Repose,” was 
born after the completion of her class 
leader record of 17939.1 pounds of 
milk and 920.7 pounds of butter fat in 
class DD. “Rex” is still on the farm 
and is being used as a junior sire. 

Now about the temperament and 
disposition of such a cow? “Clara,” 
ordinarily, is the calmest cow on the 
place. She never gets excited and is 
too busy producing milk to get in 
trouble. Consequently, she is not the 
sociable kind and, therefore, not the 
favorite of the barnyard. She likes 
her feed and is a hearty eater. She 
gets her five pounds of fifteen per cent 
digestible feed in a tilting manger and 
she stays right with it until that man- 
ger is empty and has been licked shiny 
and spotless from one end to the other. 
She shows very little preference among 
the milkers and seems to be equally 
satisfied in the barn or out in the pas- 
ture. 

One of the most remarkable things 
about “Clara” is her ability to take 
feed and turn it into milk. Beside her 
in the barn are other cows that get the 


same kind and quantity of feed, but 
they show only about half the returns 
in the bucket from the feed that they 
receive. 

“Clara” comes from quite a large 
family, She was the third calf born 
to Omega Tully 250644 and is one of a 
family of eight full brothers and sisters. 
Her two oldest brothers are dead. 
One of her brothers is owned by C. W. 
Russell of Clyde, Ohio; another is a 
junior sire at Franchester; a third is 
owned by David L. Vaughan of Prince- 
ton, New Jersey, and a fourth “Hold- 
ridge Constant,” is owned by Rafael 
Sanabria in Costa Rica. “Clara” has 
a full sister three years younger that 
has just completed a class G record.

of Dairy Cows as Influenced 
by Thyroxine, and Anterior 
Pituitary Extracts

a experiments at this and 
other stations have demonstrated an 
augmentation of milk and fat secretion 
when cows are administered thyroxine, 
and extracts of the whole anterior 
pituitary body. In general, previous 
experiments have been of short dura- 
tion, but have served to further em- 
phasize the relation of the endocrine 
secretions with respect to the func- 
tioning of the mammary gland. 

The present project has as its ob- 
jectice (a) a further study of the influ- 
ence of thyroxine and other thyroid 
substances on milk and fat secretions; 
(b) the effect of extracts of known po- 
tency from the whole anterior pitui- 
tary, on milk and fat secretion; and (c) 
the relative effects of some of the frac- 
tions of the anterior pituitary on milk 
secretion. Included in this study is 
the determination of the minimum 
dosage of the respective hormone sub- 
stances required to bring about a maxi- 
mum response in increased milk and fat 
yield at the various stages of lactation. 
Cows in the various stages of lactation, 
and of high, low and intermediate 
producing ability have been selected 
for these experiments. 

Monthly injections of thyroxine, 
given in three successive doses of 10 
to 15 mg. daily, have been found to 
give an increase of 10 to 20 per cent in 
milk yield. The maximum increase 
is usually attained within five to six 
days following the beginning of thy- 
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roxine administration. Milk secre- 
tion continues at an elevated level for 
10 to 12 days following the treatment 
and gradually returns to the pre-injec- 
tion level. The fat percentage has 
increased rather markedly with a slight 
increase in solids-not-fats. Cows in 
the early decline of lactation appear to 
give the most pronounced increase in 
yield. 

Preliminary work with whole an- 
terior pituitary extracts demonstrates 
that large doses are necessary to ob- 
tain an increase in milk yield. However, 
the size of the dose varies considerably 
with different cows and with the stage 
of lactation. Cows in the early stages 
of lactation have shown indications 
of making the greatest increase in yield 
following treatment. 

The work at present has not pro- 
gressed to the extent of permitting 
definite conclusions as to the maximum 
response obtained by uniform dosages 
of these hormone substances adminis- 
tered at the various stages of lactation.

The Effect of Fasting and 
R efeeding on Milk Secretion 
in the Cow and Goat

Pa on yield of milk and percent- 
age of milk constituents indicate a re- 
markable persistency to maintain lacta- 
tion during fasting in the cow and goat. 
Certain data also show that fasting 
may have a beneficial effect on later milk 
secretion. While levels of fasting 
energy metabolism are approached at 
the same rate in these animals, declines 
in milk secretion proceed at different 
rates. At 72 hours after feed, in the 
cow, milk yield has declined 50% and 
fat percentage has increased 100%; in 
the goat, milk yield has declined 80% 
and fat percentage has increased about 
400%. Milk yield and percentages 
of constituents return rapidly to origi- 
nal pre-fast values upon refeeding.

Air Dried Hay for Dairy 
Heifers

Hay Drying 


Ym “make hay while the sun shines” 
has never been very successful in 
“rainy seasons.” Artificial drying 
may produce splendid hay, but large 
dehydration plants costing $3,500 and 
up are of little use to the farmer who 
grows from 20 to 60 tons of hay a year. 

The usual procedure in making hay 
for one day, is to cut the hay in the 
morning, windrow it about midday, 
and put it in the barn in the afternoon 
if the weather has been favorable for 
curing. The principle of the special 
barn curing system as described in this 
report is to let the sun and wind of 
the open field do about 75 per cent of 
the curing the first day, and finish up 
the other 25 per cent after the hay is 
safely stored in the barn. 


When the hay is 75 per cent cured 
it still has 35 to 45 per cent moisture 
—twice as much as is safe for storage, 
but just right for handling because the 
leaves are limp and there is very little 
loss from shattering. This damp hay 
is stored in the loft. The loft is 
equipped with a system of air ducts 
through which air from a blower is 
forced upward through the hay or 
drawn down through the hay, as de 
sired. This process gradually re 
moved the excess moisture and keeps 
the hay at about the wet-bulb tempera’ 
ture. By blowing air through the hay 
during the day only, and allowing the 
excess moisture in the hay to move to 
the surface of stems and leaves over 
night, curing is completed practically 
as soon as by continuous blowing. The 
use of a solar heat absorber to heat the 
air blown through the hay holds con 
siderable promise as an economical 
means of speeding up the curing process 
with the same size blower. 

Equipment for fitting up a hay/loft 
of 20 to 30 tons capacity for their sys 
tem can be bought and installed for 
about $300.00, or less than 10 per cent 
of the cheapest dehydrator now avail 
able.

pm year the Colorado Guernsey 
Breeders Association took their annual 
field day to the western slope of the 
Rockies with a view to recognizing the 
steady Guernsey development which 
has been taking place in that section, 
especially in the territory of which 
Delta County is the center.
